“And, just as surely, had we not held our organization intact 
through these dark days of unemployment we could rest assured 
that we would have been dragged back to those conditions of former 
days. 

“Just as surely, too, had not the Union ated a policy of 
give and take before the demands of the owners, we would have 
been wrecked. Progress is not made driving head on. At times we 
have to sidestep or even step back a little but, surely, positively we 
have advanced. 

“Had the owners been able to divide us they would have started 
us back to the scale of $35 and the old living standards. Had we 
been divided the owners would have forced conditions as they saw fit. 

“We, the members of this Union, have plenty of reason to be 
proud that we have held intact despite widespread unemployment. 

“Through our mass pressure, along with other CIO Unions and 
the AFL, we have taken our rightful place in the national picture 
and have been ly instrumental, by our support of the President, 
in forcing t h his Recovery Program. That program will mean 
more men going back to work all over the country, more ships sailing, 
more of our men manning them. 

“We have come a long way. But there is still far to go. Our 
unity program is broadening to National scope. Should we be 
attacked this Fall, the greater our unified national strength the 
more effectively we can fight. 

“With a common danger facing all marine workers on all Coasts 
and the Lakes, our foremost job now is to unite all maritime unions. 

“Unity brought us this far within our own Union. It will carry 
us much farther to the realization of national unity, the dream of 
seafaring men for years.

PITTSBURGH, July 5. — Al- 
leghany. County Institution District 
will continue to provide outside 
medical care for ceveral thousand 
impoverished and jobless people for 
at least another 30 days, it was an- 
nounced yesterday. 

This decision, arrived at by the 
County Commissioners, who also 
serve as the executive officers of the 
Institution District, does much to 
relieve the suffering among some 
3,000 sick people, who would have 
been deprived of further treatment 
by an order of the State Department 
of Public Welfare. This order was 
supposed to have gone into effect 
on July 1. 

Effect of..this order, the opinion 
of former Attorney Genera] Char- 
les J. Margiotti, according to medi- 
cal experts, might have resulted in 
death to at least 30 people who are 
receiving vital insulin-treatment. 

County Commissioners here and 
elsewhere in the state are opposed 
to this ruling. In Jefferson County 
Common Pleas Court ruled that it 
“was not the duty of Institution Dis- 
trict to care for the needy, implying 
that large-scale medical aid for the 
needy should be continued by direct 
State funds.

to be—the long and ironic history 
of the despoiling of this truly 
American section of the country’s 
population—suffice it for the im- 
mediate purpose to get a clear 


perspective of the task that is 
presented to us. That task em- 
braces the wasted or neglected re- 
sources of land and water, the 
abuses suffered by the soil, the 
need for cheap fertilizer and 
cheap power; the problems pre- 
sented by the population itself—a 
population still holding the great 
heritages of King’s Moun‘ain and 
Shiloh — the problems presented 
by the South’s capital resources 
and the absentee ownership of 
those resources, and problems 
growing out of the new industrial 
era, and, again, of absentee own- 
ership of the new industries, 

“There is the problem of labor 
and employment in the South and 
the related problems of protecting 
women and children in this field. 
There is the problem of farm 
ownership of which farm tenantry 
is a part, and of farm income. 
There are questions of taxation, 
of education, of housing and of 
health,” 

In response to the President’s re- 
quest Mellett laid before the repre- 
sentatives a 17-point report pre- 
pared by various federal depart- 
ments for their views and sugges- 
tions. They charted the Southern 
economic pendulum over a long pe- 
riod but chiefly how existing con- 
ditions have affected the President's 
anti-depression crusade. 


NAMES MANY PROBLEMS 


“I have asked Mr. Mellett to pre- 
sent for your consideration a state- 
ment of these factors,” Mr, Roose- 
velt said. “I ask you to consider 
this statement critically, in the light 
of your own general or specific 
knowledge, in order that it may be 
made representative of the South’s 
own best thought and that it may 
be presented to Congress and the 
public as such.” 

Points covered in preliminary 
studies which Mellett presented to 
the conferees included economic re- 
sources, soil, water, population, tax- 
able wealth, education, health, 
housing, unemployment, labor, wom- 
en and child labor, land usage, farm 
income, credit, use of natural re- 
sources, ownership of industry, and 
new industry. 

The section dealing with taxable 
wealth pointed out that Southern 
families are larger generally than in 
other sections, that more than half 
the nation’s farm population works 
in the South but gets only one-fifth 
of the agricultural income, and that 
half the South’s families in small 
towns and rural areas made less 
than $765 annually each during 
1936° 

It emphasized that despite the 
fact the Southern rural population 
embraces one eighth of the nation’s 
children, it has only one fiftieth of 
the national income. It also stressed 
that taxable income is low there be- 
cause of states bidding against each 
other for industries by offering re- 
duced wages and that all of them 
have sales, gross receipts, or gaso- 
line taxes, which supply more than 
half the tax revenues. 

Regarding education, the. " report 
pointed out that all of the institu- 
tions of higher jJearning in the sec- 
tion have less funds than the com- 
bined endowments of Harvard and 
Yale. The South, it pointed. out, 
must educate one third of the na- 
tion’s children on one eighth of the 
nation’s school revenues. 

Concerning credit, the report 
said that there has never been ade- 
quate capital to supply needs of 
farmers and industries. It added 


me 


by farmers for current financing 
without endangering bank struc- 
tures and.that “the position of in- 
dustry is hardly better.” 

The report cited waste of nat- 
ural, agricultural 
‘sources and said that mineral de- 
posits were being ruined by a skim 
ming of the cream policy—anything 
to secure the coal, ofl or gas with 
the least possible effort.” 

“Of what good to the area are 
these physical endowments when 
these resources are held by re- 
mote interests, who are holding 
them until such time as they may 
move in for exploitation,” the re- 
port asked. It then stressed that 
iron, steel, zinc, bauxite, sulphur, 
coking, many textile and other 
industries are largely dominated

by outside interests, some of them 
foreign. 

It said that hydro-electric power 
is fairly well-developed but that 
there is room: for additional active 
ities, while the section is already 
confronted with the problem of ex- _ 
cess population because it is the | 
most thickly peopled area in the 
country. 

“Its population is growing more | 
rapidly than that of any other 
section,” the report said. “This 
situation has upset racial reéla- 
tionships and Negroes are being 
displaced, lowering their living 
standards.” 

It described the South as one of 
the wealthiest sections regarding 
resources and natural advantages, . 
but “one of the poorest in owner- 
ship and control of money and 
credit resources” which are neces- 
sary to development and exchange. 

“The result is the South must sit 
by and watch its plenty enjoyed by 
other sections which are in control 
af man-made machinery of finance,” 
it added.

Many had traveled more 
than 50.miles to hear Brow- 
der yesterday and their great 
love for the foremost éx- 

“ponent of the democratic 
front in this country, was 
expressed in the rush to grasp his hand, to 
say “Hello,” to get his autograph. The sight 
of Browder, in an immaculate white linen 
suit, smiling and waving to the audience, 
brought forth a continuous cheer. Ameri- 
cans, Poles, Slovaks, Czechs, Hungarians, 


Germans, Italians, Finns and many other na-- 


tionalities were represented in the huge out- 
pouring that heard Browder. 


Browder, analyzing the significance of 
Independence Day, declared that today “it 
takes on a new meaning. Democracy as 
embodied in the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence is being threatened with destruction. 


It is well that the people of the United 
States bring forward the principles of de- 
mocracy in order that these principles 
shall be strengthened to Gvercome its ene- 
mies.” 

He dwelt at length on the struggles that 
Thomas Jefferson had to wage against his 
“Monarchial, anti-democratic, anti-peoples” 
political enemies. He reminded his audience 
that the phrase “eternal vigilance is the price 
of liberty” holds as great a significance to- 
day as it did in 1776 and lashed those traitors 
within the Democratic Party, who, having

Japanese Silk Masquerading 
Under Chinese Label—

Many unsuspecting supporters of the boycott on 
Japanese goods have been buying Japanese silk stock- 
ings, masquerading as Chinese silk in the belief that 
they have been furthering the boyeott by helping the 
Chinese silk industry. |. 

The truth of the matter is that silk dealers have 
begun to realize the strength of the boycott and are 
trying to dispose of their Japanese silk by appealing 
to the desire of the American people to help the Chi- 
nese people and by them “Chinese” silk, telling 
them that they are thereby helping China. 

Yesterday, a woman went through the Cooperative 
apartments on Bronx Park East selling silk stockings. 
On the stockings was stamped, “Guaranteed 100 per 
cent Chinese silk—made in the U.S.A.” With: the 
stockings she carried a slip saying that the silk of 
the stockings was processed in China by Chinese labor: 
that the stockings were manufactured in the U.S.A. 
by American labor, and that the silk was imported by 
the Kung Tai Co., of N. Y. 

Fortunately, myfrienc’s and I did not buy the 
stockings, explaining that we preferred wearing lisle to 
advertise the boycott. 

I decided to investigate and went down to the 
American Friends of the Chinese People. There I was 
informed that before the war, there was a small Chi- 
nese silk industry and that during the war, the in-

“Though the Communist Party of the 
United States is not yet the party of the 
majority of people in this country,” con- 
tinued Browder, “we believe that the Com- 
munist Party does speak the convictions 
of the majority when we declare that this 
majority will never permit fascism to come 
to power; will never permit the small, 
greedy, economic royalists of monopoly 
wealth to destroy our democratic rights’ 

A roar that continued for many minutes 
greeted Browder when he said: 


“ “Tf 3,000 Americans risked their lives in 
Spain to defeat fascism, to save democracy, 
to sound the death knell for international 
Slaveocracy, it is no exaggeration to say 
that 13,000,000 young Americans are ready 
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Bringing the news of the battle of Lexington to the people of New

to risk their lives in this country.” 


Hitting out with that sharp, biting irony, 
the general secretary of the Communist Party 
assailed the Catholic hierarchy for its red- 
baiting, reactionary attacks against all pro- 
gressive legislation, against Republican Spain, 
against the overwhelming convictions of the 
American people. 


“When the Catholic hierarchy, in its 
red-baiting hysteria attacks me, Earl 
Browder, Secretary of the Communist 
Party, do they mean me?

The assemblage, composed of hundreds 
of Catholics, applauded Browder’s denuncia- 
tion of reactionary Catholic leaders, and 
from every section of the audience would 
come individual shouts like “You're right, 
Comrade Browder.” “Yeah, Comrade Brow- 
der, they're trying to get us out of the CIO, 
too.” “We're wise to them, Browder.” 


DEMANDS 20 PER CENT PAY BOOST 


As though in answer to these enthusi- 
astic, spontaneous outcries, Browder declared 
that within the great CIO movement, can 
be found “Catholic workers” who, despite 
the attacks from fd ar ila 
“want higher wages, better hours, tore se- 
curity,” and are ready and willing to “join 
all other workers to fight for them.” 

In a section of his address, which as one 
worker later characterized it, “could be a 
new, historical textbo>k in political econ- 
omy,” Browder called for a “20 per cent in- 
crease in wages.” He lashed bitterly against 
the sit-down strike of big business against 
President Roosevelt and his New Deal pro- 
gram and striking directly at the reactionary 
Republican Party in Pennsylvania, Browder 
warned the steel workers and miners and 
other basic industrial workers in the audi- 
ence that a “vote for the Democratic Party 
does not automatically mean a vote for the 
New Deal” or even against “reaction.” 


“We must be more diseriminatory than 
that,” he said and gave decisive examples to 


_ prove how reactionary Democratic Congress- 


men aligned with big business Republican 
representatives in Congress, worked to kill 
progressive New Deal measures. 

Browder brought forth a roar of 
laughter when he stated that “we know 
that when Wall Street hates anyone as it 
does President Roosevelt, then that man 
is not our enemy. We Communists, then, 
have given wholesale support to New Deal 
measures which are in the interests of the 
people. Franklin Delano Roosevelt is no 
Communist. He is not even a Socialist. All 
the policies he proposes fit in with the 
existing capitalist system. The policy of 
the New Deal is merety an effort to apply 
Jeffersonian principles to our economic 
system.” 

“If the American form of government 
is to survive at all,” said Browder, “it is 
necessary for the people to get the power 
back from the economic royalists into their 
own hands. And the Roosevelt policies are 
only a partial, makeshift solution for the 
problems which face our country today 
because of these royalists.” ~ 

He concluded his address with a stirring 
call for unity, for a great surge forward 
towards a democratic front, for a bigger, 
“greater Communist Party.” 

James Egan, Secretary of the Communist 
Party in Pittsburgh, described the Repub- 
lican Party seeking victory in Pennsylvania, 
this November, as “viciously pro-fascist and 
anti-labor.” He called on “all workers and 
progressives” to unite to deliver a “smash- 
ing blow to the present Republican Party 
constituted of and financed by the Mellons, 
Grundys and Ernest T. Weir.” 

Other speakers were Merle Cook, Negro 
student at the Training School at the Com- 
munist Party at Finleyville, who greeted 
Browder on behalf of the students; Frank 
Cook, Young Communist League Secretary 
of Pittsburgh, and Spanish War Veteran, and 
Tony Minerich, Chairman.

These questions are decisive 
ones for the future of Europe and 


On them depends to an enor- 
mous extent what will happen in 
Spain, Czechoslovakia and in the 
Far East, and on their answer much of what occurs 
in the U. S. rests. 


We have on many occasions made as careful a study 
as possible of the developments of these events from 
what is sometimes the vantage point of distance which 
often lends broad perspective. 

However, nothing can replace first hand observation 
in close contact with the people and the leaders of 
the struggle against fascism ‘and war in the countries 
involved, 

And today I sail for England which will be the start 
of a brief but intensive tour of the places in Europe 
where I can find the best answers to the questions 
I have posed. 


For the moment the Chamberlain government has 
apparently outridden—though weaker than ever—the 
tremendous storms of popular indignation. 

Hitler, Mussolini and France have tried to avoid 
repetition of the Nyon experience when the British 
Tories were forced into a conference to hamper Mus- 
solini’s piracy. There has been a lull in the bom- 
bardment of British ships in Spanish waters though 
not of Spanish civilians. 

To keep up Chamberlain’s courage and their own 
hopes, the fascists have begun a new vicious offensive 
in the direction of Valencia. The most outstanding 
thing Js, however, the heroically stubborn and increas- 
ing résistance of the Spanish people. 

In the meantime, the opposition of the British — 
people to Tory aid to fascism is maturing below the 
surface, looking for ways of expression and organiza- 
tion. 

Cracks in the Conservative Party ranks are grow- 
ing more irreparable even though they may not be 
fully visible.on the surface for some time, even up to 
the last moment. 

It will be my business to get you all the informa- 
tion I can about every phase of this situation.

In France some basic and far-reaching occurrences 
are taking place. 

The Communist Party of France has raised a serious 
alarm. The great accomplishment as well as the com- 
plete realization of the Popular Front program are in 
danger. The retreat of the Daladier government is 
encouraging the revival of the fascist leagues. More 
than ever, declares the Communist Party, the people 
of France demand the retention and extension of antl-— 
fascist unity, But there must be unity and action ved 
change the present situation. 

The Socialist Party of France has just gone — 
one of its most important conventions. The discon- 
tent of the French toilers with the attacks on the 


Popular Front program and the failure thus far of the 


Socialist Party leadership to meet the situation has 
created a critical attitude among the membership. 

Recently the Daladier government has followed up 
its whitling away of some of the social legislative gains 
of the Popular Front with a policy of accommodating 
the British Tories with regard to Spain. 

Against this the Communist Party of France has 
taken the lead to rally the forces of the Popular Front 
to action. 

Every forward step of French anti-fascist unity has 
its immediate effect upon Europe and the rest of the 
world. 

Chamberlain counts on the 200 rich families of 
France to come to his rescue as much as the Rome- 
Berlin axis.

MYc# foreign news in the American press these days 
is the end product of a curious cycle that begins 
at Berlin. The Nazi propaganda bureau there launches 
a certain campaign. The fascists in France and Eng- 


‘Jand pick it up slavishly, and broadcast it through their 


press and through their spies and stooges in the State 
Then the American correspondents, the 
Philips, Birchalls and other reactionaries, send long, 
pusedo-profound cables saying that “high officials” in 


. France and England believe, for example, that the So- 
viet Red Army can no longer be counted upon, the spy purges have 
disintegrated it, etc., 


etc.—all a regurgitation of the original Goebbels 
inventions, ali rumor and slander gathered far from the scene of the 
facts. 


It isn’t a pretty process, and it isn’t journalism, but propaganda. 
But our press is owned by millionaires, and millionaires, naturally, can 
never learn to be fair to socialism. Their fear of the masses is the 
trump card the fascists hold in the war on world democracy. It is 
they who block the road to collective security against fascism. It 
would include a coalition with the Soviet Union, and they think that 
country might be strenghtened by it. So as Litvinov pointed out, for 
their class interests they are ready to betray the interests of their 
nations. Tire) will continue to do so, until the people are at last 
heard from. 


Well, time brings all things, as the feller said, and after the 


Schmeling episode, we are going to see another knockout, that of 
Chamberlain. Then let us hope, Sumner Welles and his own fancy 
clique of fascist sabotagers in our ‘own State Department. 

While one cannot expect honest news about the Soviet Union in our 
Capitalist press, I sometimes grieve to see how inadequately such news 


. Is handled in ‘our left-wing press. 


We react only to the great critical situations, so that our readers 


_ must inevitably gather the idea that the Soviet Union is in a perpetual 


crisis. I would rather see a daily column made up of small items 
describing calmly the daily progress made by the Soviet people. It is 
the ordinary daily life of the Soviets that.is the true miracle, and that 
must inspire all those who can read, meditate and feel. 

This current slander on the Red Army, for example, is answered 
by an “ordinary” little fact I saw in the Moscow News recently. It is 
graduating time over there, and the high school and college youth is 
launching forth on their life careers. 

But the applications for entrance into officers’ schools was almost 
three times that of last year. Already 10 to 15 candidates are apply- 
ing for every place in the Naval Academy, for example. Hundreds of 
thousands of inquiries, applications, and letters pour in from every 
part of the Soviet Union. Young workers and collective farmers, Red 
Army soldiers, students and teachers, passionately desire to hecome 
commanders in the Red Army. 

Alongside of this is another little item: the total number of college 
students in France, Germany, Italy, Great Britain and Japan is 400,000. 
But the Soviet Union alone, with 550,000 students, has more than these 
four great European states and Japan lumped together. The Soviet 
uN versities turn out 100,000 specialists a year, and there is still a great 


shortage of them. Not a single scientist or artist is unemployed there. 


Another casual item: the Soviet people are buying flowers. The 
output of the Leningrad Floral Trust, for example, has doubled in 
the past four years. Its hot-houses are putting more than a million 
potted flowers and 383,000 cut flowers on the market this year. From 
its nurseries, the city will receive more than three million plants, and 
seven million cut flowers. 

Is this not great daily news, giving a better picture of Soviet life 


than all those phony dispatches from Paris, London, Riga—and Berlin?

‘between nations.’ We recognize the existence of nations.” Which,
